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1. There was a Polish Army fu2l cerot in Lode (Q 52/0 93}, about 100 
meters north of ul. 11 so Listopa’a and a oxt 350 maters east of 
the intors ection of thia stroot with the railroad line rvming fron 
the north to the main railread station. The cerot had a loncth of 
about 150 m-tors along ite southern boundary, Brick buildings, large 
metal tanks, pumping facilities, piles of fuel d:-uvs and a railroad 
comection «ere seen. The decot area was surronnied by a tarbed=wire 
fence and was guarded by ar:y soldiers. “ilitary vehiclos were continually 
seon picking up gasoline at the depot. 


2. An army suprly dec»t was located on ul. ryncypalna, in the so..thern 
sector of Lodz, in preeinct No lh. The dep: t was bordered by ul. 
Pryneypaina, ul. Gdynskich and the Olechowka civer. It msasured 600 
to 700 meters along ul. Pryncypalna and about LOO meters elong the 
river, The entrance was on ul. Pryneypalna. The inst-.liation had a 
railroad connection and was surrounded by a wall, 2 meters high, 
the top of which was secured by barbed vire. On the southern side of 
the devot ware tio watchtowers vith rotatable searchliz’:ts. ‘the 
dapot was cuarded by soldierg quartered on the premises of the installation. 
Civilians vere not olserved there. Yoxcars were seen leaving and 
entering ihe cdopet. Vutgeing shiprants on trucks, horse=drawn and 
hand-drawn vohicles vera also noticed. Source had heard that the 
installation was heing used as an army ration supply amd clething 
dapet in August 1950. #
